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Rev. ALFRED AUGUSTUS ESKRIDGE. 

The name which for some years past has stood first upon the Conference 
roll, no longer appears in our Minutes. It has been effaced by the hand of 
death. The senior member of our body, both in age and service, has passed 
away ; his mortal life having approximated a century, and his ministry 
extending through a period of sixty-one years. Not riper in years than in the 
maturity of his Christian character, he has left us an example worthy of our 
emulation, and the record of a pure and consecrated life entitled to a far 
nobler tribute than this imperfect memorial sketch can convey. 

Alfred Augustus Eskridge was born in Centerville, Fairfax County, 
Va., March 1st.. 1798, and died in Staunton, Va., January 16th, 1891, aged 92 
years, 10 months and 15 days. Reared in the place of his nativity, he 
entered when quite a young man, the clerk’s office of Loudon County, Va., at 
Leesburg, and shortly after was elected to the clerkship. 

While an employe in the clerk’s office, his conversion occurred under 
peculiar circumstances. Nothing had previously taken place to produce any 
special religious impression. Retiring one night earlier than usual, he awoke 
at midnight under deep conviction caused by a dream. He spent the 
remainder of the night in prayer, wrestling like Jacob with the Angel of the 
Covenant, until the break of day. At the early dawn, relief came. The day- 
spring from on high visited him, filling his heart with an unearthly peace and 
joy. He had been reared in the Protestant Episcopal Church, and most of his 
kindred were of that communion. He rarely attended the Methodist Church, 
and then only through promptings of curiosity. Immediately, however, upon 
his conversion, he reported the fact to Rev. Chas. B. Tippett, pastor of the 
Methodist Church at Leesburg, and expressed a desire to connect himself with 
his charge. His new-born soul panted for spiritual fellowship, and for those 
means of grace peculiar to Methodism, and that especially tend to foster the 
hidden life of faith. 

He was licensed to exhort on the 20tli of November, 1829, by the Quarterly 
Conference at Leesburg, the license being signed by the same minister who 
had received him into the church. At the succeeding Quarterly Conference 
he was licensed to preach ; and at the next session of the Baltimore 
Conference, which met in Baltimore City, March 10th, 1880, he was received 
on trial and appointed to Northumberland Circuit, Northumberland District, 
Pa., Janies M. Dunnahay being Preacher in Charge, and D. Steel, Presiding 
Elder. 

Those were still the pioneer days of Methodism in this country. Step by 
step it was gaining foothold, antagonized, often with proscriptive violence, by 
older and long-established churches. The people composing its membership 
were widely scattered, and many of the Circuits extended over an area of 
country often embracing several counties. Preaching appointments were not 
confined to the Sabbath, put frequently included every day of the week. 
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Brother Eskridge’s first field of labor extended from the forks of the Susque- 
hanna to the State of New York, having a compass of not less than three 
! hundred miles. There were but five or six churches in the whole Circuit ; the 
preaching being chiefly done in school houses and private dwelling. He had 
twenty-four appointments to fill in four weeks, or six a week. Abundant 
fruit followed his faithful and earnest ministry. There were not l.ess than 
four hundred coo versions the hist year, and the foundation was laid for large 
results in the future. Now, three circuits, with two or three stations in each, 
are embraced in that original territory. His salary the first year was $100.00, 
of which he received $65.00. Like most of the itinerants of that day he 
traveled on horseback, and his saddle-bags contained all his wordly wealth. 

In March, 1831, at the Conference at Washington, D. C., he was appointed 
as assistant on Prince George and St. Mary’s Circuit, Md., then in the Balti- 
more District, Christopher Frye, Presiding Elder. This was another large and 
laborious appointment, stretching out in its extreme eastern limit to Point 
Lookout. Here, as elsewhere, his zealous toil reaped a large return. 

We must pass hastily over the remaining years of his active ministry, 
omitting many incidents that would prove of instructive interest, did the 
brief space allotted to this obituary notice permit their recital. 

At the Conference in Baltimore, 1832, he was admitted into full connection, 
ordained Deacon by Bishop McKendree, and appointed to Warm Springs 
Circuit, Rockingham District, Va., C. B. Tippett, Presiding Elder. In the 
following year, he was placed in charge of Christiansburg, Va., in the same 
District, and under the same Presiding Elder. 

In 1834, at the Conference at Alexandria, he was ordained Elder by Bishop 
J. O. Andrew, and appointed to Woodstock, Va., in the Winchester District, 
G. Morgan, Presiding Elder. In 1835, he was sent to his first station, 
Ebenezer, Washington, D. C., the first Methodist Church built in that city, 
afterwards known as Navy- Yard Station. At that time there were but two 
Methodist Churches at the National Capital, one for the whites under brother 
Eskridge, the other for the colored people, in charge of Rev. Solomon 
McMullen. In 1836, he was appointed to Rocky Spring Circuit, Augusta 
County, Va., in the Potomac District, John Bear, Presiding Elder; and in the 
following year to Fincastle Circuit, in the same District, and under the same 
Presiding Elder. In 1838, he was sent to Lexington, Va., in the same 
District, and returned the next year, this appointment having in the mean- 
time been transferred to Rockingham District, under Samuel Brison as 
Presiding Elder. It is worthy of mention, that during this period, at a 
Camp Meeting held in Bell’s Valley, Rockbridge County, under the charge of 
Brother Eskridge, Bishop Wm. Taylor, of the M. E. Church, and his venerable 
father, Steward Taylor, were converted. At the same Camp Meeting, Mr. 
John Buchanan, Mr. Eskridge’s father-in-law, was also converted. In 1840- 
41, he was sent to Rockingham Circuit, Rockingham District, under the same 
Presiding Elder, as last mentioned. In 1842, he was appointed to Severn 
Circuit, Baltimore District, Norval Wilson Presiding Elder, and returned the 
following year. In 1844, he was assigned to Lancaster Circuit, Potomac 
District, Va., Thomas Sargent, Presiding Elder. In 1845 and 1846, to Win- 
chester Circuit, Winchester District, John Smith, Presiding Elder. In 1847 
and 1848, he was appointed to Moorefield, Va., (now in W. Va.,) Henry Tarring, 
Presiding Elder. In 1849, to South Branch Circuit, Rockingham District, 
Benj. Brown, Presiding Elder. In 1850, he was placed on the Supernumerary 
list at his own request, and continued in that relation the succeeding year, 
assisting the pastor in charge of the Staunton Station. In 1852, he again 
became effective, and was appointed to Augusta Circuit, Rockingham Dis- 
trict, A. A. Reese, Presiding Elder. Re-appointed the following year. In 
1854, he was assigned to Bladensburg, Md., Potomac District, NorvaStWilson, 
Presiding Elder. In 1855 and 1856, to Patapsco Circuit, same District; and in 

1857, to Williamsburg, Juniata District, George Guyer, Presiding Elder. In 

1858, by a division of the Baltimore Conference, he fell into the bounds of 
the East Baltimore Conference, and was re-appointed to Williamsburg ; in 
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1859, to Manor Hill, in the same District, and under the same Presiding Elder ; 
in 1860, to Kishacoquillas, Carlisle District, Jno. A. Gere, Presiding Elder ; and 
in 1861, to Middletown, Cumberland District, Chas. B. Tippett, Presiding 
Elder. 

Here the Civil War intervened. Brother Eskridge’s sympathies being with 
his native section, and finding himself proscribed for his Southern pro- 
clivities, he was compelled to retire from the active work, and take a super- 
annuated relation. In this relation, he continued till the war closed, spending 
the interim on his wife’s farm, on West River, Md. 

In 1866, he served under the Presiding Elder on West River Circuit. The 
following year, the Conference met in Baltimore, and he connected himself 
with it, and was appointed to Calvert Circuit, Baltimore District, Sami. 
Regester, Presiding Elder. Re-assigned to the same charge in 1868, then in 
the East Baltimore District, Sami Roszell, Presiding Elder ; the next year 
and« the year after, he was appointed to East Harford, in the same District ; 
in 1871, to Baltimore Circuit, Baltimore District, Jno. S. Martin, Presiding 
Elder; and in 1872, to Churchville, Rockingham District, J. H. Waugh, Pre- 
siding Elder. In 1873, to Rockingham Circuit, same District, and returned 
in 1874. In 1875, at the Conference at Washington, D. C., he was placed on 
the Superannuated list, being then 78 years of age, and so continued till the 
day of his death. 

We have thus given a list of his appointments from year to year, extend- 
ing through an unusually long period ; but the history of his w r ork in the 
full details of labor and of fruit, aw r aits the disclosures of that final day when 
“every man’s work shall be made manifest,” and be apportioned its appro- 
priate reward. Who can doubt that he who so often “went forth weeping, 
bearing precious seed, shall then return again, bringing his sheaves with 
him?” 

Brother Eskridge was a man of deep-seated, earnest piety. If in his 
ministry he especially emphasized the vital doctrines of Christianity, it w r as 
because religion to him was not a mere matter of thought and theory of 
nominal profession and external observance, but a great inward life and 
power, permeating all the elements of his spiritual being, and made realistic 
to his own consciousness by the direct agency of the Holy Ghost. He preached 
not only what he believed, but what he knew to be true by actual experience. 
His preaching, therefore, “was not with enticing words of men’s wisdom, but 
in demonstration of the Spirit and of power.” Sinners were awakened and 
converted by it, believers quickened and edified, and “much people added to 
the Lord.” His Christian character and life were of that pure and lofty type 
that challenged the confidence and admiration of all who knew him, and gave 
ten-fold power to the words he uttered from the pulpit. He was a man of 
Christ-like meekness and gentleness ; of retiring modesty ; unobtrusive in 
manner and in speech ; much more ready to sound others’ praises than his 
own. And yet he was a man of lion-hearted courage and fearlessness ; 
“shunning not to declare all the counsel of God faithfully rebuking sin, 
and shrinking from .no sacrifice or peril in discharging the duties of his sacred 
calling. He was marked by the punctuality with which he met all his public 
engagements. Nothing short of serious illness, or some equal necessity would 
keep him from his appointments. The people knew the preacher would 
never be missing, if they could by any means get to the house of God. 

His private and domestic life were in keeping with his more public 
demeanor. One of his daughters, in a letter to the writer of this sketch, 
speaks of his uniform and beautiful Christian example before his own house- 
hold and the regularity with which he maintained family worship. “From 
the time of his first marriage,” says she, “the family altar w T as never neglected, 
morning nor evening, no matter what the circumstances. Other things might 
be omitted and hurried, but family worship, never.” “Then,” she adds, “he 
always had his regular seasons each day for private prayer, when he shut 
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himself up in liis own chamber, to talk alone with God. The Word of God 
was his daily companion and counsellor. He had made it such a constant 
study that he had memorized all the more important parts of it, the Psalms 
and the New Testament especially. He was particularly fond of repeating 
portions of the Epistles. I remember how his countenance would beam as he 
recited the closing part of the 8th chapter of Romans ; also the first nine 
verses of the 5th chapter of 2d Corinthians.” 

In the latter years of his life he was an occupant of our own home, and she 
speaks of the graceful manner in which he grew old, and what a privilege it 
was to watch the beautiful ripening of a true Christian character in advanced 
age. He only grew gentler, brighter, and more cheeef ul as life declined. His 
companionship to the last was attractive to the young, as well as to those of 
maturer years. He took a lively interest in everything around him, and, 
whenever his strength and the state of the weather would permit, was regular 
in his attendance at the house of God, ever ready to aid the pastor as he might 
be able, in the services of the sanctuary, and the administration of its ordi- 
nances. 

Death came to him by very gentle and gradual approaches, and as a thrice 
welcome visitor. He was sick but a few days. Says his daughter, whom we 
have already quoted : “I wish it had been your privilege to witness the great 
peace and brightness of his last days. It was like a glorious sunset.” A few 
days before his death he related an account of a vision he had had more than 
a year before. Like Paul he scarcely knew “ whether he was in the body or 
4 out of the body.” Such a foretaste had he of the heavenly world that he felt 
as though he had already been there, had beheld its glory and shared in its 
unutterable joys. From that time he had felt surer than ever of his future 
inheritance. Towards the last his physical sufferings were severe, but when 
allusion was made to his spiritual condition he seemed for the time to lose 
sight of his bodily pains, he would straighten up in his chair, his eyes bright- 
ening, and his face illumined with a heavenly light, as he bore testimony to 
the sustaining power of divine grace, and the preciousness of a Saviour’s love. 

The night before his death, he said to his attending physician: “I am not 
afraid to die. All I want is something to relieve this cough that I may die 
easily.” His desire in this respect was granted. As his end drew near he gave 
minute direction concerning his f uneral and some matters to be attended to 
after his death. Shortly before he died, his pastor, Rev. J. T. Williams, said 
to him : “I suppose it is all right with you?” “All right,” he exclaimed, and 
added : “possibly you do not know what my experience is.” He proceeded in 
a few words to tell him how richly God had blessed him in the past, and how 
graciously near he was to him in that final hour. Just as he had finished a 
sentence to his daughter, and while the doctor was writing a prescription for 
him, he fell sweetly asleep in Jesus, without a struggle or a groan, closing his 
eyes on earth to open them upon the glories of the heavenly world. “Mark 
the perfect man, and consider the upright, for the end of that man is peace.’’ 

The funeral services were held in the Southern Methodist Church at Staun- 
ton, on the Sunday morning after his death, in the presence of a crowded 
assembly. Persons of all classes and denominations gathered to do honor to 
the memory of one so universally esteemed and revered in the community in 
which he had spent the closing years of his earthly life. By his special request 
Rev. J. S. Gardner, who had known him for thirty-eight years, and to whose 
father’s household he had sustained a very intimate relation, delivered the 
funeral discourse. The text, from 2d Timothy, 4th chapter, 5th to 8th verses, 
was of his own selection, and eminently appropriate to his own case. Rev. 
J. T. Williams added a few remarks concerning his last interview with him, 
and Rev. J. W. Wolfe, a friend of many years, closed the services at the 
church, with prayer. The burial service at the grave was conducted by Rev. 
J. H. Waugh, D. D., whom brother Eskridge especially designated to assist in 
the obsequies. 

Our venerable brother was borne to his burial by his sons and sons-in-law, 
accompanied by several honorary pall-bearers. 
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-Brother Eskridge •was twice married; first, to Miss M. V. Buchanan, 
daughter of Mr. John Buchanan of Rockbridge county, Va. ; and as his second 
wife to Mrs. Ann Eliza Wings, a sister of the late Richard Brown, a prominent 
minister of the Baltimore Conference of the M. E. Church. All his children 
were by his first marriage, namely: Mrs. J. W. Newton, Dr. C. W Eskridge 
of Pocohontas county, W. Va., Mr. A. A. and Mr. B. B. Eskridge, and Mrs. 
M. V. Kern, wife of Dr. John A. Kern of Randolph Macon College. 

Those who composed with brother Eskridge the class of 1830 — John A. 
Collins, William B. Edwards, Aletn Britten, Christian Hartman, John V. 
Rigdon, Stephen Smith, John McEnally, and John Houseweait — have all 
passed away. How fitly may we ask as we review this list: “Your fathers, 
where are they? And the prophets, do they live forever?” And how solemn- 
ly should we be reminded that each of us in our turn must follow them. 
God grant that when the final hour shall come we shall be prepared to meet it 
as calmly as did our departed brother, and pass away as tranquilly and tri 
nniphantly to the glory and the blessedness beyond. 

Finished his work, he gently sank to rest 
In peaceful slumber on his Saviour’s breast : 

His race all run, his long-fought warfare o’er, 
lie joined his comrades on the further shore. 

There glory crowned, the victor’s palm he bears, 

And with the ransomed multitude he shares 
The untold raptures of that heavenly life, 

Forever done with this world’s toil and strife. 

Rest, brother rest! We hope when life is past, 

Thrjugh God’s rich grace to greet thee there at last; 

To join the blood washed throng around the throne, 

Where we shall know, even as we are known. 



Rev. FRANCIS II. RICHEY. 

The committee makes the following abstract from an autobiography fur- 
nished by Rev. B. F. Ball, to whom it was given by the deceased before his 
death : 

My birth occurred August 26th, 1817. I was born and raised in York 
county Pa., near the line between Maryland and Pennsylvania. My ancestors 
on my father’s side were Scotch-Irish, having come to this country before the 
Revolutionary war. On my mother’s side they were of German descent. My 
mother taught me early to fear God and keep his commandments ; but I lived 
without experimental religion until I was seventeen years old, when I sought 
and found salvation by faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, at a camp-meeting held 
on Low’s camp ground, in 1835. I was educated at the York county academy, 
where I was taught Latin, Greek, mathematics and the natural sciences. 

On December 8th, 1838, I received license to preach from the Quarterly 
Conference of Liberty Circuit — Rev. Alfred Griffith, Presiding Elder. 

In 1842, I was employed by the Rev. Norval Wilson, P. E., to assist Rev. 
Levi Monroe on Charles Circuit, Md. In ’43, I was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Waugh and appointed to Liberty Circuit, R. S. Vinton my senior. ‘44, I was 
appointed to Lexington Circuit, B. H. Nadal my colleague. Here we had 17 
preaching places, and we travelled 150 miles every four weeks. AVe had suc- 
cess at our meetings. 1845, I was appointed to Fincastle Circuit, but Rev. J. 
W. Cronin, who was appointed to Staunton Station, having been taken sick, 
Bishop Waugh changed me to Staunton Station. When Brother Cronin was 
restored to health, I was sent to Monroe Circuit — here we had revivals. In 
the fall of that year Brother Cronin again failed in health and died. I was 
changed back to Staunton on his death, and during that fall had an extensive 
revival, In ’46 J was appointed to Ellicott’s Mills, Md. In 1847, I was oy* 
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dained Elder in the Methodist Episcopal Church and appointed to Bladens* 
burg Circuit, but was changed to West River Circuit, with Rev, R. Cadden 
my senior. 

On the 3d of February, 1848, I was married to Miss. Eliza Jones of Bain- 
bridge, Lancaster County, Pa. This is a transaction I never had cause to 
regret. “She did me good and not evil all the days of her life.” 1848-49, I 
was appointed to Woodstock Circuit, Va. which included nearly all Shenan- 
doah county. Here, about 80 souls were converted. In the spring of 1850, I 
was sent to Warrior’s Mark Circuit, Pa. To reach this appointment I had to 
travel 300 miles by ray own conveyance. 1851 appointed to Williamsburg 
Circuit, Pa. 1852 appointed to Woodberry Circuit. 1853 and ’54, I was ap- 
pointed to Frostburg. We had here revivals at several churches, and large 
numbers of converts and additions. In 1855-56, I was appointed to Ebenezer 
Station, Washington, I). C. This was two years of hard labor in visiting 
members much scattered, and also in begging money to pay an old debt on 
the parsonage. In 1857 and 58, I travelled Berkeley Circuit. We had several 
interesting meetings and many conversions. In 1859 and ’60, I travelled 
Hillsboro Circuit, Va. One hundred and fifty conversions and additions 
resulted from our labors. 1861, I was appointed to Loudoun Circuit with 
Brothers John Landstreet and W. V. Tudor. We were together till the spring 
of 1862. After this I had the care and labor of the charge, assisted by 
Andrew Robey. I remained here until the spring 1866, endeavoring to keep 
the church together and have public worship against a host of difficulties and 
dangers, but through all the Lord brought me safely. In 1866, I travelled 
Hillsboro Circuit again. In 1867 and 1868, I labored on Front Royal Circuit. 
I had much labor and little fruit. In 1872, I served Darksville. 1873, my 
health having failed from excessive exposure, I obtained a supernumerary 
relation until 1876. During the most of this time I had charge of and con- 
ducted the graded school in Woodstock. At the Conference of 1876 I was 
appointed to Strasburg Circuit. In 1877 and 1878, I had Rockingham Circuit 
in charge. Here we had some conversions and additions, and engaged in 
building two new churches. In 1879-1880, I had charge of Luray Circuit. In 
1881, the Conference changed my relation and I have since been a super- 
annuate. 

In looking over the extensive field in which I have labored, I wish that I 
had done more for my Master’s cause, and had done it better. But, as I 
obtained personal salvation by faith in the Lord Jesus Christ and a hope 
entering within the vail, whither I expect soon to enter, I ask the Almighty 
Father to cover my life-work, with its defects and blemishes with the merits, 
of the same atoning sacrifice.”

In addition to the autobiography presented, which the committee submits 
for publication in our Conference Minutes, we would also offer the following 
tribute to his memory : 

“ Servant of God, well done ! 

Thy glorious warfare’s past : 

The battle’s fought, the race is won, 

And thou art crowned at last.” 

Onr brother, Francis H. Richey, departed this life on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 21st, 1891, at his home in Woodstock. Va. He had been in feeble health 
for several years preceding his decease. Paralysis, in August, 1890, hastened 
his end. A second attack, on Friday night, February 20th, was fatal. He 
died peacefully at 5 o’clock, next morning, thus ending a life of seventy-three 
years and six months. 

Physically, Francis H. Richey was a man of remarkable presence. Tall, 
finely proportioned, dignified in movement, he could be in no company urn 
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I admired. His shapely head, with its lofty brow ; regular, yet strong features ; 
eyes that spoke sincerety and love, yet could burn with withering fires the 
false and unclean ; a mouth that expressed finest sensibility and gentleness, 
vet capable of compressing into every shade of firmness or scorn, combined to 
make him in appearance much above the average of men. 

Intellectually, his mind w T as strongly logical and analytical. A Conference 
associate of many years — Dr. Samuel Rodgers — writes of him : “ Brother 

Richey, though well known to only a minority of his brethren, was, neverthe- 
less a man of superior endowments. He was remarkable for his clearness of 
view, exactness of statement, expansion of thought, and conclusiveness when 
the end of argument was reached. His studious life fitted him to be a teacher 
of the people. He would not have claimed scholarship in the broad sense of 
that word, but, according to the standard by which most of his brethren are 
measured, the distinction would have been justly his.” 

His death closes a ministry of nearv forty-eight years. Every year, whether 
in effective or superannuated relation, his was a true and holy ministry. Of 
him as a preacher, pages might be written. A success much beyond what his 
modest life-sketch indicates, attended his labors. To be useful, and have 
“fruit that should remain,” were the fixed purposes of his life. With the rank 
and file of his Conference brethren, and dreamless of promotions or honors at 
their hands, he marched bravely on ; joined them in the battle cry, fighting 
side by side with as bold strokes as they. The cross was never struck in 
Richey’s sight undefended, nor Methodism assaulted in his presence unchal- 
lenged. As the strength of an edifice is not to be sought in the polish of its 
marble, or the beauty of its sculpture, so the power of his sermons need not 
be sought in rhetorical finish. They were severely simple, but strong in 
thought and in doctrine, and in the “power of the Holy Ghost.” It is evident 
that in his pulpit preparations and work, his effort was to see and understand 
all the fullness of the selected text, and, better still, if possible, to experience 
its power ; and then with forcible plainness and spiritual fervor to deliver it 
in the name of Christ and for the salvation of men. God honored His ser- 
vant’s work, and saved many who believed through him. 

Another Conference associate, brother Jas. E. Armstrong, furnishes the fol- 
lowing to the committee : “Visiting the home of brother Richey, I was 

struck with his naturalness, his good common sense, his excellent judgment as 

1 ™ to Church law, his wisdom and prudence in administratiou ; also his fidelity 

to his work, his honesty of purpose, and fullness of knowledge of Metho- 
dist doctrine and polity. Socially, he was simple as a child in manners and 
equally as loving ; his greeting was always cordial, and his heart was in his 
talks.” 

For this memoir we avail ourselves of an abstract from one written by bro- 
ther B. F. Ball, pastor at Woodstock, at the time of brother Richey’s death : 
‘ This place was the scene of one of the greatest revivals of his ministry. He 
was greatly beloved by the Church and the people generally. After his super- 
annuation, he preached when able ; took some other part in couducting the 

( services when no longer able to preach ; attended Church when unable to par- 
ticipate publicly, and deplored his sickness most of all because he could not be 
present even to worship. In my last interview with him he quoted II Cor v. i., 
in this personal manner : “For I know that if my earthly house of this taber- 

nacle were dissolved, I have a building of God, a house not made with hands 
eternal in the heavens.” The lowliness of spirit that could find expression so 
deeply tender and pleading, as in the last lines of his autobiography, on look- 
ing over a field of such long and wide success, is most truly sublime. More 
need not be said. “He hath past into the heavens,” and the memory of the 
noblest virtues of Christain manhood, the finest traits of Methodist loyalty, 
and an unfaltering fidelity in the ministry of Christ, is the legacy to his Con- 
ference brethren and the Church, 
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Rev. JOHN W. EWAN. 

John W. Ewan was born at Newtown, Frederick County, Va., November 
10, 1831, and died in Washington City, December 29, 1890, aged 59 years. His 
parents were Methodists of the Westcyan type, and their children were brought 
up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. It is not strange that their 
eldest son, living in so pure an atmosphere, should give evidence, even in 
childhood, of those gifts and graces which afterwards shaped his character. 

He attended a select classical school at Harrisonburg, Va,, and made satis- 
factory progress in his studies. Owing to a combination of unfavorable 
circumsiances, he did not enter college, but took the advice of friends, and 
entered the “School of Prophets,” in the Methodist Ministry. While at 
school he was happily converted, at Bridgewater, Va., under the ministry of 
the lamented Dr. Samuel Regester, and he was licensed to exhort, April 14, 
1851. He was authorized to use his gifts as local preacher, January 10, 1852, 
his license bearing the signature of the late Rev. A. A. Reese, Presiding Elder. 

In March, 1853, he entered the Baltimore Conference, and was appointed to 
Front Royal Circuit. Here commenced an affection between the boy preacher 
and this people, which continued to the day of his death ; and, at his request, 
his body sleeps in the beautiful cemetery overlooking the quaint old town. 

At Baltimore, March 11, 1855, he was ordained Deacon by Bishop Levi 
Scott; and he was ordained Elder by Bishop Beverly Waugh, March 8, 1857, 
in the same city. He was married to Miss Reubena E. Hill, daughter of 
Reuben D. Hill, Esq., of Staunton, Va., February 28, 1856, who, with two 
daughters, survive and mourn their irreparable loss. 

His appointments were: 1853, Front Royal; 1854, East Rockingham; 

1855, Augusta; 1856,- Clinton ville ; 1857-8, Jacksonville; 1859, Lexington; 
1860, Luray ; 1861, Covington; 1863-4, Frankford ; 1866, Monroe; 1867, 
Centreville ; 1868, Wardensville ; 1869, Frederick; 1870-71, Jefferson; 1872, 
Front Royal ; 1873-4, Christiansburg ; 1875-6, Bladensburg. 

It will be seen that his work embraced a territory extending from the 
Alleghanies to tide-water, and everywhere his memory is as ointment 
poured forth. 

His preaching was instructive. He made careful .preparation for the pulpit. 
He possessed a dignified presence and winning manner, and his voice was 
peculiarly musical. He was a general reader, and kept abreast of the times, 
and was able to “bring forth out of his treasure things new and old.” He 
was a man of strong convictions, and, if occasion required, would “contend 
for the faith once delivered to the saints,” but always in a Christian spirit. 
In the pastorate, not less than in the pulpit, he was successful. He was “all 
things to all men,” without impairing the dignity of his high profession, for 
his object was that he “might by all means save some.” 

Inheriting a delicate constitution, his life was a continual battle with 
disease, but, as a heroic soldier, he did not leave the ranks until his strength 
had completely failed. In March, 1877, the Conference granted him an 
honorable discharge from active work, and he reluctantly passed to the rear 
to view the battle in retirement, and to aid as best he could his brethren at 
the front. 

“ In the still air the music lies unheard ; 

In the rough marble beauty lies unseen ; 

To make the music and the beauty needs 
The master’s touch, the sculptor’s chisel keen.” 

So, for thirteen years, brother Ewan bore, uncomplainingly, the strokes of 
Providence, and was made meet to be a partaker of the inheritance of the 
saints in light. He entered into his reward at midnight, December 29, 1890. 
He fell by a stroke of paralysis and died in a few hours, conscious almost to 
the last, but speechless. He was “sustained by an unfaltering trust, * * * 

like one who wraps the drapery of his couch about him and lies down to 
pleasant dreams.” 

His funeral discourse was preached at his beautiful home in Washington, 
P, C,, by the Rev. J, T, Wightman, D. D, His body sleeps at Front Royal, Va, 
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Rev. SAMIJEIi S. TROY. 

* 

Samuel S., son of Henry and Susan Troy, was born in Talbot county, Mary- 
land, October 25th, 1861, and died at Franklin, Pendleton county, W. Va., 
July 12th, 1890. His parents were both Methodists. His father died when 
Samuel was but four years of age. His mother survived him. Under the 
sacred influence of a praying mother, he was “ brought up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord.” Quite early in life he received religious impressions, 
and at the tender age of thirteen years he gave his heart to God. He was con- 
verted at Easton, Md., under the ministry of the Rev. F. S. Sagg, of the M. P. 
Church. He was true to God and to his vows, and never fell a victim to any 
of the forms of wickedness so common to young men. In early life there 
came to him the conviction of a call to the ministry. At the age of nineteen 
he was licensed as a local preacher, and was received on trial into the Balti- 
more Annual Conference of the M. E. Church, South, at Fredericksburg, Va., 
March, 1882. He was sent that year as junior preacher to West River Circuit, 
with Rev. L. R. Jones, preacher in charge. In 1883, with Rev. V. W. Wheeler, 
preacher in charge, he was sent to Prince George Circuit ; in 1884, to White 
Sulphur Springs. In May of that year he was united in marriage to Miss 
Annie E. Wooters, of Talbot county, Md. In 1885-6, he served Warm Spring 
charge ; 1887, Talcott ; 1888, Morgan Mission. In 1889 and again in 1890, he 
was sent to Franklin, and here having served God and the people faithfully, 
he “ fell on sleep.” 

Physically, brother Troy was weak. Mentally and spiritually he was strong. 
He was frail from childhood and was always a great sufferer. And yet from 
childhood he was studious. He loved his books ; his Bible best of all. He 
was one of those who, as a man, must be known, and, as a preacher, must be 
heard, in order to be appreciated. He did not hastily reach conclusions, but 
opinions once fixed were with difficulty eradicated. He had the courage of 
his convictions. The mere fact that a thing was popular weighed but little 
with him. • 

The first question that presented itself to his mind was, “Is it right?” and 
lie must be assured of an affirmative answer to this before he would espouse 
the cause. He held firmly to his opinions, and stated them boldly, regardless of 
the consequences to himself. He may have made mistakes, and who of us 
have not? His sermons evinced study, thought, and careful preparation. 
His ministry was blessed of God, and he won souls for the Master. In the 
very midst of his usefulness and his years, he was cut down. His illness was 
long and painful, yet he did not complain. He was not aware, I think, of 
the near approach of death until the hour had come. Hence we have from 
his lips no full expression of faith and hope in his closing hour. But men 
die as they live. 

“Surely, ’tis not what men say 
When death is near that makes their way 
A path of triumph to the throne; 

’Tis what they are , and what they’ve done , 

The battles they have fought and won, 

Through Christ, who gives them passports — these alone.” 

It was a bright summer’s Sunday evening when brother Troy was laid to 
rest. A crowded concourse from the town and country adjacent, filled to 
overflowing, the M. E. Church, South, at Franklin, wher.e the funeral services 
were conducted by Rev. J. P. Stump, assisted by Rev. W. P. C. Coe. We 
offer our- Christian sympathy to his aged mother, young widows and little boy. 
We pray that our Father will care for them. We thank God that the mother 
and widowed wife both know whom they believe.

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Re?. PARIS McCLIJNG 1IEWDERSOX. 

Paris McClung Henderson, son of John A. and Mary C. Henderson, 
was born in Roanoke County, Va., January 4th, 1868, and died at the home 
of his parents, April 13th, 1890, soon after passing his twenty-second birthday. 

At the age of fifteen, he gave his heart to God, and united with the M. E. 
Church, South, under the ministry of Rev. Robert Ross. 

The witness of the Spirit was to him clear, convincing and abiding. “He 
never doubted his conversion,” and he presented full proof of its genuineness 
by remarkable consistency of life. “ He never shunned a religious duty.” 

At school, he was a favorite with teachers and classmates, because of his 
constant obedience to rule, studiousness and true Christian charity. The 
principal of the last school which he attended, Rev. Prof. F. D. Surface, 
writes of him thus : “ Nothing that I could express in words could adequately 
praise this young man. * * * His conduct was above suspicion, and his 
Christian walk spotless. As a student he was a model, and gave great 
promise of usefulness.” 

Brother Henderson was licensed as a local preacher by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Catawba Circuit, on June 23d, 1888, Rev. J. S. Hutchinson, P. E., 
and was received on trial into the traveling connection of our Conference, in 
March, 1889. His first appointment was to Liganore Circuit, a junior preacher 
with Rev. W. H. Woolf, P. C. In March, 1890, he was assigned to Mont- 
gomery Circuit, as second man with Rev. A. A. P. Neel, P. C. ; but, before he 
could enter this field, the Bishop of souls suspended tne appointment, and 
transferred him to the golden city. 

Our young brother’s sermons were carefully prepared, succinct, pointed, 
and had little else in them than a full charge of divine truth. His delivery 
was quiet, natural and easy. He manifested deep concern for the spiritual 
welfare of the young, and exerted a marked influence for good over the youth 
with whom he associated. 

Brother Henderson was in temperament very timid, retiring, and to strangers 
non-communicative ; yet to acquaintances always pleasant. 

Gentle, quiet, unassuming, kind, sincere, conscientious, pious ; these are the 
words which carry the idea of our brother’s character. He hated a mean 
act, disclaimed evil associates, was devoted to parents and loved goodness, 
humanity, and God. Admired by strangers, praised by acquaintances, treas- 
ured by relatives, dearly loved by parents, most loved by God ; an orna- 
ment in society, a benediction to associates, a comfort and joy to parents 
and brothers, an honor to the church and the sacred ministry, a true 
servant of the Master. Such was Paris M. Henderson, w r ho is now among the 
spirits of the just made perfect. 



Rev. MAURICE CASPAR MEHRLINO. 

Maurice Caspar Mehrling was born September 24th, 1868, near Fred- 
erick city, Maryland, and died at the home of his birth, September 13th, 1890. 

Brother Mehrling was the son of Mr. Caspar and Mrs. Margaret Mehrling. 

His father was a native of Germany and emigrated to this country in 1848. 
His mother is also of German descent. They live to mourn the early death 
of their son. 

Brother Mehrling was educated at the “Academy” in Frederick City. He 
was blessed with the influence of a Christian mother and “ was one of the 
purest of” young men. He was much esteemed by our church in Frederick, 
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In 1888, he was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Frederick 
City Station, and was at the same time recommended for the traveling connec- 
tion. He was received at the ensuing session of the Baltimore Annual Con- 
ference which met in Martinsburg, West Virginia, and appointed junior 
preacher on Brucetown Circuit, with Rev. F. A. Strother. 

In 1889, he was appointed junior preacher on Berryville Circuit, with Rev. 
W. E. Woolf. In 1890, he was put in charge of New Castle Mission. He 
went to his work promptly, but owing to ill health, remained there only five 
weeks. He traveled by private conveyance to New Castle, and while on his 
way was overtaken by a heavy rain storm, and got very wet. This exposure 
brought on inflammatory rheumatism, which, with other diseases, caused his 
death in a few months. 

His illness was painful — ‘‘lie passed away with much suffering.” 

In his last hours, he expressed submission to the will of God, and doubtless 
his end was “peace.” 

“ Hope looks beyond the bounds of time, . . 

When what we now deplore, 

. Shall rise in lull immortal prime, 

And bloom to fade no more.”

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. > ' •• 

Randolph- Macon College. 

We thank God for the great onward movement in Christian education under 
the leadership of President W. W. Smith and the auspices of Randolph-Macon 
College. We feel sure that what has been done so rapidly and brilliantly, has 
been done justly and wisely, and will be productive of great and far-reaching 
good. . 

' ' The College itself increases in real prosperity and usefulness. Randolph- 
Macon Academy is successfully established at Bedford City, Ya. Another 
Academy on the same basis at Front Royal, Warren County, Va., is assured. 
A Woman’s College of the highest grade at Lynchburg, Ya., is assured and 
endowed. All these institutions are, or will be, owned by and conducted 
under the supervision of the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College. 

It was feared by some that the cutting off of the preparatory department of 
the College proper would seriously diminish its patronage and revenues. It 
reports, however, 154 students — a decrease from last year of only 86 — while 
the number of paying students, and the receipts therefrom, are larger than last 
year. The faculty are now free to devote their whole time and energy to proper 
collegiate work. There are 42 ministerial students, of whom 21 are from our 
Conference. The Lutz Observatory has been equipped by the liberality of 
Mrs. Mary Lutz. The spiritual condition of the College is good, and training 
in actual Christian work is had, along with intellectual culture. The corps of 
instructors has been strengthened by the election of Bishop Granberry as 
lecturer on Homiletics and Rev. W. J. Young as adjunct professor of Biblical 
Literature. 

The academy at Bedford City was duly opened September, 1890. Its build- 
ings are unequalled for the purpose in the south. It has an excellent corps of 
11 officers and teachers, and has enrolled 145 students. It is now self-support- 
ing, and there is reason to expect that at the end of the year there will be 
shown a surplus of current receipts over expenses. The sum of $20,000 is 
required to fully meet the cost of construction’and equipment. The property 
is worth to-day $100,000. The instruction given is academic, thorough, Chris- 
tian, and the management and discipline, fine. 

The enterprise of establishing an academy like the above within the bounds 
of our own Conference was not thought of one year ago. It has grown out of 
the great success of the Bedford City Academy. The citizens of Front Royal 
have contributed 15 acres of land, furnishing a most excellent site, $68,000, 
and free and full privileges of fine freestone water forever, upon the pledge of 
$10,000 to be contributed from other sources. The plans and specifications 
are drawn up, a large portion of the money is in bank, and the construction 
of a building similar and a little superior to that at Bedford City, will com- 
mence as soon as the weather will allow.

- -For -the projected Woman’s College at Lynchburg, the citizens of that city 
have contributed $120,000 for the building and equipment, and $105,000 as an 
endowment, and the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon has undertaken 
the work.

Dr. Smith has our thanks and confidence in his great work. Not only has 
he raised a half million dollars in the last five years — $2,000 for every week — 
but he has awakened the enthusiasm of the church, and proved the helpful 
providence of God. We repeat the recommendation of last year that our 
people and preachers sustain him in his efforts, and that we continue, through 
the Joint Board of Finance, the annual assessment of $2000 for the benefit of 
the College. 

We recommend the appointment of Dr. John A. Kern and Wm. J. Young 
as professors at Randolph-Macon College. 

Ministerial Education. 

The Board would also call the attention of the Conference in a few words 
to our work in behalf of Ministerial Education. 

Of the 21 candidates for the ministry in our Conference, now at Randolph- 
Macon College, 7 are receiving aid from the Board. The whole amount 
appropriated is $505.00, being an average amount of $72.00 to each beneficiary. 
If the subscriptions still remaining unpaid are realized to the extent that may 
be reasonably expected, there will be $125.00 in the treasury at the close of 
this College Session. Three laymen of our Conference have contributed $75.00 
each, this year, and $100.00 has been contributed by a former beneficiary of 
the Board. 

The hearty co-operation of a number of our preachers and laymen in this 
work, is a matter of congratulation and encouragement. Among the many 
undertakings that ask for our sympathy and support in the supreme cause of 
Christ and His Kingdom, we know of none worthier than this. We believe 
that no expenditure of money and effort promises more for the interests of our 
Conference, for the advancement of the cause of Christ among us, than what 
is given to the preparation of young men for the Ministry of the Gospel. 






Wesleyan Female Institute. 

The last year was a very successful one at the Wesleyan Female Institute, 
under the presidency of Dr. Wm. A. Harris. We rejoice to learn from the 
Report of the President that there is so large an attendance of pupils at the 
session of this scholastic year, the number of applicants being considerably in 
excess of accommodations. A revival held for the school by the pastor of our 
Church in Staunton, Rev. J. T. Williams, resulted in the conversion and 
spiritual profit of quite a number of pupils, thus proving that their religious 
welfare is not neglected. There is great need of Christian schools, affording 
to our girls thorough training and broad courses of study. The School 
providing them, under sound Christian influence, has a career of success and 
usefulness open before it. 

We commend the Wesleyan Female Institute to the favorable consideration 
of our people. 

We recommend the appointment of Dr. Wm. A. Harris as President of the 
Institute. 
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Valley Female College. 

The Board has heard with pleasure of the increasing success of the Valley 
Female College under the efficient presidency of Rev. Jno. P. Hyde, D. D., 
and is glad to report that this School for the higher education of young ladies 
still maintains its well-earned reputation and well deserves our support. From 
the report of the visiting committee we learn- that the School is well supplied 
with able Christian teachers, w T ho, concerned for Christ’s Kingdom, find here 
an effectual door for enforcement of the doctrines of our holy Christianity and 
of home religion. The examinations last June gave additional assurance that 
the training work of the School is being successfully carried forward, and the 
young ladies well prepared in mind and heart to fill high vocations in life. 
We therefore recommend the Valley Female College to the patronage of our 
people, believing that under the care of Dr. Hyde and his estimable wife and 
faithful teachers, their daughters will be safe and safely trained for usefulness, 
and for the Kingdom of God. 

We recommend the appointment of Dr. John P. Hyde as president of the 
College. 

Alleghany Collegiate Institute. 

Alleghany Collegiate Institute is located at the prosperous and growing 
town of Alderson, West Virginia, in a section which is rapidly developing and 
where it is specially important that educational opportunities not hitherto 
enjoyed by our people should be afforded them. The Institute is well equipped 
with handsome and commodious buildings, fine library, well-furnished labora- 
tory, and every convenience and appliance for successful teaching. After the 
close of the present session, girls and young ladies only will be admitted to the 
School, and the course of instruction will be such as to prepare them for 
advanced classes in our higher institutions of learning, or where further 
education is beyond their reach, to fit them for the duties of life. The prin- 
cipal of the School is Dr. Morris Evans, formerly of the Kentucky, but now of this 
Conference, who has the assistance of a capable and efficient corps of instruc- 
tors, nearly all of whom are members of and active workers in our church. 
We recommend that the Presiding Bishop be requested to appoint Dr. Evans 
to this work, and that the Conference cordially commend the Institute to the 
patronage of our people. 

Paine and Lane Institutes. 

The importance of maintaining and urging forward these Institutions calls 
for serious thought and prompt action on the part of our Church. About 200 
students are under training in each of these schools, and 25 to 30 in each are 
preparing for the ministry, 33 for teaching A great door is open to us to aid 
a worthy cause, and the pressing need of funds calls for our earnest and 
liberal support. The Commissioner of Education requests the Baltimore 
Conference to raise $500.00. Your Board would recommend that a collection 
be taken in each charge, privately or publicly, and that the Presiding Elders, 
at their several District Conferences, inquire what amounts have been raised 
for this purpose, and urge the importance of this work. Let all money for 
this object be sent to Rev. W. M. Hayes, Covington, Ga.

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REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Sunday School Board, after carefully considering the important inter- 
ests with which it is charged, respectfully submits the following report: We 

are not only impressed with the importance of the Sunday School work, but 
we are deeply grateful to the great Head of the Church for the very large 
measure of success which has crowned our labors as a distinct branch of the 
church. 

The Sunday School department has never been more prosperous than at 
present, and the work is growing every day. The teachers and scholars of 
the Sunday Schools of our Church now number fully eight hundred thousand. 
The number of scholars converted during the past year has been very large, 
while our Sunday School publications have constantly grown in quality ,aud 
circulation to meet increasing demands. 

One million copies per month, or twelve million copies per year, of our pub- 
lications, are issued. And it is not too much to say that they are equal, if not 
superior, to those of any other Church in the land. 

In the midst of this general prosperity, it is important to note, that our own 
Conference, as the reports of this Session will show, has witnessed in its Sun- 
day School interests a proportionate advance; while in several respects it 
leads all the Conferences of the Church. 

This is particularly true in regard to the observance of Children’s Day, and 
the number of Sunday School scholars, compared with the number of Church 
members. Yet we do not hesitate to say that with increasing zeal and effort 
on the part of preachers and people, our Sunday Schools can be brought to a 
degree of efficiency and success they have not yet reached. 

It may not be improper for your Board to say that while it is specially 
stated that the Ep worth League, established as an institution of our Church 
by the last General Conference, must not be regarded as in any sense taking 
the place of the Sunday School, or in any way interfering with it, yet in view 
of the fact that the League was instituted for our young people, (who mostly 
compose our Sunday Schools) in order that they may become thoroughly 
acquainted with the doctrines, history and polity of our Church, we would 
respectfully but earnestly suggest and urge that all our pastors organize 
Epworth Leagues in their congregations where it is possible to do so, and 
thus put our young people in sympathy and touch with this popular, impor- 
tant and growing institution of the Church. 

We also urge all our pastors and superintendents to use every means to 
supply our Sunday Schools with our own literature, and to suffer no abate- 
ment of interest in “Children’s Day.” 

Your Board would also call special attention to the Sunday School Conven- 
tion of the Baltimore Conference, which is under the control and management 
of your Sunday School Board. 

This Convention, wffiicli has been held annually for twenty-five years, has 
been a strong and steady means of advancing the Sunday School work of the 
Conference. And we sincerely hope that it may become an instrument of 
greater power, through an increasing love of Sunday Schools for its work, and 
co-operation with its methods andj.designs. 
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The next Annual Convention will be held at Woodstock, Va., in the month 
of July; and the following Executive Committee has been appointed to 
arrange a suitable programme and make all necessary appointments for the 
Convention ; and to take charge of and distribute all money raised for needy 
Sunday Schools within the bounds of our Conference, viz : T. J. Magruder> 

J, Edgar Wilson, A. Davisson, E. B. Tucker, C. M. Brown, Isaac W. Canter’ 
M. L. Walton, J. T. Williams, J. M. McWhorter, and the pastor who may be 
stationed at Woodstock, Ya. 

. The Board has elected as its Treasurer, E. B. Prettyman, Principal of State 
Normal School, Baltimore, Md., and all money raised for needy Sunday 
Schools on Children’s Day, should be sent to him. 

We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. J. Edgar Wilson as Agent of 
Colportage, and hope that all our Sunday ^Schools, as far as they can, will 
purchase their supplies through him.

REPORT OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Church Extension movement has now been established sufficiently long 
to have entrenched itself in the confidence of our people, and to have illus- 
trated by its practical results the wisdom that devised and inaugurated it. 
Dating back in its history only to 1882, no enterprise of the Church has in the 
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same period of time yielded more gratifying and abundant fruit — fruit, too, 
which happily reproduces itself in an ever-increasing ratio. A house of 
worship, erected in any community, is not only a benediction to those among 
whom it is immediately reared, but projects its beneficent influences and 
effects into coming generations. When it is remembered that these instances 
have been multiplied by the hundreds, and even thousands, through this 
agency of the church, its importance can scarcely be over-estimated. It was 
stated a few days since on the Conference floor, by Dr. J. C. Morris, the 
Assistant Secretary of our parent board, that the two great Methodist 
Churches in this country were building, through their Church Extension 
Societies, an average of from four to five churches daily, for each day of the 
year. In this good work, we have done our proportionate part, considering 
our relative resources, numerical strength, and the time our Society has been 
in active operation. During last year, we contributed to the erection of about 
one church daily ; the average will probably be doubled the present ecclesiastical 
year. There has been a decided increase during the year now closing, in the 
income of both the parent and local boards. Our own Conference shares in this 
advance. We report a larger amount this year for distribution than at any 
previous year in our existence — 71 per cent, of the assessments against 60 per 
cent, last year. We regret that it is not greater. There is no good reason 
why it should not reach, or at least approximate, the full amount of the 
assessments. It is hoped, however, that the improvement this year is the 
promise of a steady advance hereafter. 

The amount raised the present year for distribution is $2,500. One-half of 
this amount goes to the parent board, leaving, with a balance of $50 from last 



year, $1,300, to be applied to our home needs.

This has been distributed among eight churches, in seven of the Districts of 
the Conference. 

As in former years, the Board has been compelled to decline several appli- 
cations for aid from lack of funds, but a less number than at any previous 
time. 

We desire especially to emphasize the “Woman’s Parsonage and Home 
Mission Society,” as a most important adjunct to our Church Extension Work. 
In our older Conferences, where most of the appointments are provided with 
parsonages, we can scarcely realize the needs of our brethren in the far West } 
where the preacher’s home is often a pre requisite to the erection of a house of 
worship, and the former cannot be rented, either from scarcity of houses, or 
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jack of means. It is hoped that the very earnest and touching appeal made to 
the Conference a few days since in this behalf, by an elect lady of the Church, 
and which received on the spot a very substantial response, may be the means 
of awakening a new interest among us in regard to this most praiseworthy 
undertaking. 

We call the special attention of the Presiding Elders to the action of the last 
General Conference, as indicated in page 381, Art XIY, of the Discipline, 
requiring them to bring the subject of Church Extension prominently before 
the District and Quarterly Conferences, and to see to it that the most efficient 
plans are adopted for raising the amounts apportioned to each charge. 

We are quite sure that if this requisition of the Discipline be faithfully 
carried out, the good effect will appear in a decided increase of the collections 
for this object.

REPORT ON PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

The Committee on Publishing Interests respectfully submit the following : 

We are gratified to learn, through the report made by Rev. J. D. Barbee, D. 
D., of the continued prosperity of our Publishing House. 

The report shows 'an increase in business this year of $83,396, and a net gain 
in assets of $82,944. From the dividends, the house appropriates for Conference 
claiments $17,500, which is $12,500 more than last year, and of which this Con- 
erence receives $785.40. 

The Book Committee have increased the appropriation for Sunday School 
Literature from $1,500 to $3,000, and have elected J. L. Kirby assistant editor. 
We earnestly recommend that all our Sunday Schools use our own literature. 

We regret that the Southern Methodist Review has not a larger circulation 
in our territory, and hope that our preachers and people who have not hither- 
to subscribed for it, will give it, at least, one year’s trial. 
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The Nashville Christian Advocate is worthy of a place in every family in 
our Church. 

Believing that larger information respecting the collections ordered by the 
Church would result in increasing the amounts collected, we recommend that 
our Publishing House issue a circular clearly explaining the general collec- 
tions and setting forth the need therefor. 

We commend the Episcopal Methodist to the patronage of our people, and 
request that Rev. W. K. Boyle, D. D., be appointed editor of the same, and 
Rev. A. Davisson, assistant.

MAJORITY REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

At the session of our Conference in 1886, the Committee on Temperance 
prepared and ofTered the report which was passed unanimously by the Confer- 
ence. This report your Committee on Temperance begs leave to report as the 
sense of a majority of your Committee : 

Resolved — 1. That the attitude of our Church and of this Conference upon 
the subject of Temperance has not at any time been doubtful or undecided. 
From the beginning, Methodism always prohibited the “ drinking spirituous 
liquors, except in cases of necessity ; ” and when scarce any other voice was 
heard, her preachers, both in this country and in Great Britain, in the face of 
general opposition and often of persecution, unsparingly denounced intemper- 
ance in common with all other vices and sins, as condemned by the word of 
God, and prohibited by the Church. From this course our Church and Con- 
ference have never departed ; and to this, our constant and unshrinking proc- 
lamation of the truth, we beleive is largely, if not principally due, all the tem- 
perance sentiment that now prevails in this our country. 

2. That we rejoice in the extension of that sentiment among our people at 
large, and pray that it may prevail through the length and breadth of our land, 
until the iniquitous liquor traffic, with all its guilt and crime, and all its ruin- 
ous consequences to every human interest in the world, and to the souls 
eternally hereafter, shall be utterly and forever suppressed. 

3. That in imitation of the fathers, and relying on the same God, who 
through them, by the preached word wrought so great things for Temperance 
as for all righteousness, we will continue to preach against intemperance, and 
to use all other proper means to secure such suppression, and to establish 
Temperance in the land. And we especially call attention in this connection 
to the provisions of the Discipline made and provided for this very purpose, 
as contained in the chapter on Temperance and in answer to the question : 
“ What shall be done for the extirpation of the great evil of intemperance?” 
and remind our people that this is the authoritative declaration on this sub- 
ject, of our supreme and only legislative body. 

4. That we urge our preachers and people everywhere to acquaint them- 
selves with the history as well as with the existing provisions of our Church 
and Conference, respecting temperance, and to represent the same wherever 
our position and action on this subject are either unknown or are not prop- 
erly understood. 
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5. That in so far as their work may be in harmony with these resolutions, 
we commend those various organizations of Christian men and women who 
are laboring in the cause of Temperance.

MINORITY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

We, the undersigned members of your Temperance Committee, feeling the 
deep importance of voicing, as far as possible, the sentiment of our Church on 
the great question of Temperance, beg leave to present the following report 
of the Temperance Committee of this Conference, made and adopted in 1886- t 
with such variation from it as will bring the application of the spirit of thdt 
report down to the present period in the history of the Church action on the 
question : 

Resolved — 1. That the attitude of our Church and Conference upon the sub- 
ject of Temperance has not at any time been doubtful or undecided. From 
the beginning, Methodism has always prohibited “ the drinking of spirituous 
liquors except in cases of necessity and when scarce any other voice was 
heard, her preachers, in this country and Great Britain, in the face of opposi- 
tion, unsparingly denounced intemperance. From this course our Conference 
and Church have never departed. 

2. That we rejoice in the extension of a temperance sentiment among our 
people, and pray that it may completely prevail through the length and 
breadth of the land, until the iniquitous liquor traffic shall be utterly and for- 
ever suppressed. 

3. Relying on the God and Father, who through the preached word and the 
utterances of the Church has wrought so great things for Temperance, we 
will continue to preach against intemperance, and use all other proper means 
to secure such suppression, and to establish Temperance in the land, and to 
this end declare our opposition to the manufacture, sale and use of ardent 
spirits as a beverage, under high license, low license, or no license. And 
especially call attention in this connection to the provisions of the Discipline 
made and provided for this very purpose, as contained in the chapter on Tem- 
perance and in answer to the question : “ What shall be done for the extirpa- 
tion of the great evil of intemperance and to the wise and thoughtful utter- 
ance of the last session of our General Conference in the City of St. Louis, in 
May, 1890, and would remind our people that these are the declarations of 
our supreme legislative body on this great question. 

4. That we urge our preachers and people everywhere to acquaint them- 

selves with the history as well as with the existing provisions of our Church 
and Conference respecting Temperance, and to represent the same wherever 
our position and action on this subject are either unknown or are not prop- 
erly understood.

We fear that we are not doing our duty in aiding that great and notable 
institution, the American Bible Society, and its various auxiliaries, the State 
Bible Societies, in doing the work which has been providentially committed to 
their hands. While we pass resolutions, we do not carry them out. Last 
year we resolved that we would take collections in all our charges, for the 
benefit of the Bible Cause. The result is that collections were taken in 35 
charges, and the aggregate amount was $193. 

In view of these facts, we desire to emphasize the duty of the Church, to aid 
more promptly and liberally in this great work. 

Resolved, That we will give more attention to this important subject, and 
that we will see that the amount is largely increased.

We believe the Sabbath to be a Divine institution, delivered to man in Eden, 
re-enacted in the commandment: “Remember the Sabbath day to keep it 
holy recognized and enforced by our Lord in the declaration : “The Sabbath 
was made for man.” As thus taught by our Lord, we believe its proper 
observance to be necessary to man's welfare as a physical, intellectual, and 
moral being, whether viewed in his domestic, social, or civil relations. 

We clearly recognize the universal and perpetual obligation, under which 
we are placed by the law of our being, and the law of our God, to keep the 
Sabbath “ holy.” And, while we deplore the fact that there is much 
desecration of this holy day, yet we hail with joy the opposite fact, that in 
many quarters there is increasing recognition of the claims of the Sabbath, and 
that organized efforts are being made among us to secure its better observance. 
We desire especially to mention the work of the American Sabbath Union, 
and heartily to endorse its effort “to preserve the Christian Sabbath as a day 
of rest and worship.” 

That one of the movements of this Union, which has for its object the 
closing of the Columbian Exposition on the Lord’s Day, we particularly 
commend. In view of our past record, as a nation, on “the Sabbath 
Question ;” in view of our relation to the nations that will be there represented, 
among whom we shine as a light in the world ; in view of the many influences 
favorable to “ the Continental Sabbath,” introduced by our immense foreign 
immigration ; and in view of the unfortunate disposition of many of our 
people to yield to these influences, we deem it of the utmost importance that 
the managers of the World’s Fair, by closing its gates to the public on the 
Lord’s Day, shall yield to the earnest and widespread demand of those who 
have set themselves for the defense, not only of “The American Sabbath,” but 
the Sabbath of the Lord, our God.

SPECIAL NOTES. 

$100 of the amount reported by Trinity, Baltimore, is to be applied to special 
work in Japan, under the supervision of Bishop Wilson. In addition to the 
$752 raised on the regular assessment, $40 were contributed for the education 
of a child in China, and $50 for the education of a child in Mexico; $26 were 
raised for Home Mission Work in’ the Sunday School; $168 for Home Mission 
Work in the Woman’s Bethel]; and $2,300 (including a Special Donation of 
$2,000,) by the Woman’s Missionary Society, making a grand total of $3,368 
in the Station, for Missions. 

The amount raised by Mt. Vernon Place for Missions was $1,491.80, as fol- 
lows : By the Sunday School, $898.80; by Young Men’s Society, for Missions, 
$100; by South Washington Mission, $71; by Woman’s Missionary Society, 
$283; by Juvenile Missionary Society, $139. This amount of $1,491.80, less 
$600 paid, will be appropriated for the purchase of a lot for South Washing- 
ton Mission.

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REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY, BALTIMORE 

CONFERENCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Baltimore Annual Conference of the 

M. E. Church , South. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren : 

In submitting this report of the Woman’s Missionary Society of the 
Baltimore Conference, no attempt will be made to give a complete resume of 
the year’s work, for under existing circumstances this would be impossible. 

In October last, Mrs. F. E. Bond, so long the efficient Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Society, resigned her office ; and, as her successor, the period of my 
official relation to the Society is measured by the brief space of four months. ' 

Therefore my aim shall be not to review the past, but to set before you, as 
fully as possible, the present condition of our work. 

The whole number of adult and juvenile societies is ninety, a net increase 
of three during the past year. We are glad to note this sign of progress; but 
cannot feel any great encouragement while the number of auxiliaries in the 
Baltimore Conference falls so far below the number of its congregations. In 
a large majority of these, the Woman’s Missionary Society has no organized 
work. We deplore the fact, and are deeply solicitous that the coming year 
shall see a marked change in this state of affairs. Lack of means prevents our 
Society from prosecuting the work of extension as vigorously as the situation 
demands. It is certain that at many points there would be flourishing 
auxiliaries, were organization once effected. But natural timidity deters 
many a noble woman from taking the initiative step. Will not our 
brethren in the ministry come to our help in this matter? We earn- 
estly ask you to organize a Woman’s Missionary Society at every point 
on your work, where it is at all practicable. If there is among you any 
who still fears that this “Woman’s Work” will interfere with his, we beg him 
to consult the Minutes of the last Conference, and he will find that the 
Washington District, containing the largest number of Woman’s Missionary 
Societies, exceeded its assessment for Foreign Missions. Will you not help us 
speed the day when every woman in the bounds of our Conference shall be 
actively engaged in furthering the cause of Christ among her heathen sisters? 

Many are the evidences coming from our women of a deepening interest in 
missionary work. The all-pervading love of Christ is bringing them to a keener 
realization of their duty, and awakening in their hearts a stronger desire to be 
the honored instruments in His hands of sending joy and peace where sorrow and 
unrest have been the only fruits of a false religion. Acts of self-denial are leading 
them into closer relations with their risen Lord, and are bringing even a present 
reward in the blessing of Him from whom cometh “every good and every 
perfect gift.” 

Our Twelfth Annual Meeting was held in Stephen’s City, Va., and was an 
occasion conspicuous for the interest of its sessions and the harmony of its 
proceedings. The impetus there given our Society has resulted in an increased 
activity of many of the auxiliaries represented in that body. To the kindness 
and cordial assistance of the pastor, Rev. F. A. Strother, the success of the 
meeting was largely due. 

In conclusion, your attention is called to the request of our Local Board for 
an Easter Service in behalf of the Scarritt Bible and Training School for 
Missionaries. All pastors are earnestly asked to hold this service, using the 
programs prepared, and lifting a collection for the purpose stated.
